WHEREAS, a property owner has initiated an amendment to the 


| Future Land Use Atlas of the 1989 Comprehensive Plan; and 
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WHEREAS, the proposed amendment meets the criteria of a small 
senile Saveitoonent amendment per Section 163.3187(1)(c), Florida 
Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
a public hearing on Scobention 11, 1998 to review the proposed 
amendment to the Palm Beach Comey Comprehensive Plan and made 
recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach 
County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, Part 
II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 
as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public 
hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on 
| September 24, 1998 to review the recommendations of the Local 
| Planning Agency and to consider adoption of the amendments; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners

of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 

part of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The 
Sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to 
"section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

This amendment shall not become effective until 31 days after 

adoption. Tf dheallienced within 30 days after adoption, this 


amendment shall not become effective until the state land planning 
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agency or the Administration Commission, respectively, issues a 
final order determining the amendment is in compliance.
